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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. The purposed amendments filed on April 10, 2002 have been fiiUy considered and will 
be entered. 

2. In pages 3-5 of applicant's remarks, applicant argued that "[P]itcher et al. does not teach 
or suggest using the 'ultracentrifugation' step and tube as recited in Applicant's claims.". 

This argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive toward the withdrawal of 
the rejection because the claims do not define what kind of centrifuge tube can be considered as 
an ultracentrifuge tube and what range of centrifugation speed can be considered as 
ultracentrifugation. A eppendorf tube owns all properties of the centrifuge tube|could be 
considered as an ultracentrifuge tube. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
